forty cents per pound, and will begin 
shearing next week. 
Under a Ban Ang<*lo date line of 
May 27. we learn that two hundred 
and seventy thousand pound« of long, 
twelve month wool, 
and 
125,000,000 
pounds of short eight-month fall wool 
has been sold there by the Wool Grow­ 
ers Central Btorage Company for sev­ 
enty-five sheepmen in Tom <Jr«*en, But­ 
ton, Schleicher, Crockett, Sterling, Pe- 
«*«>8 andlrion counties . 
Because bidders at 
the sale,

first in Texas this season, are still 
buying wool in this se«*tion, the com­ 
pany would not make the prices pub­ 
lic, but said they were much higher 
than last y«*ar.

The work on the building was be­

Stone for its <*>nstruc­ 
tion was quarritni ami hauled from 
what is known as 
the 
"Billy Lf*o* 
plate a farm northwf*st of town own. 
«nl at that time hy Dr. J. D. Wriglit. 
father of Mrs. Joe Tannehill, and now 
owne«l by Oscar Callaway. 
There was no hoisting apparatus of 
any kind available, and tlie heavy tim- 
liers for the roof were hauled up h.v 
hand by means of chains and ropes. 
When the walls were completed, one 
wall showed signs of weakness and 
there was «'onsiderahle complaint on 
the pnrt of the Masons: but Mr. Bid­ 
dle told thorn if they would let him 
put a self supporting roof on it there 
would never be any trouble, and on 
the contrary tlie roof would help to I 
hold the walls in. This roof, nlnoed i 
r*n tlie west end of this building 50 
years ngn never had to lie replaced 
and wns the roof torn off just recent- 
ty. 
When completed, the

was oecupie«! hy the Masonic Lodge, 
tlie lower list'd hy the town as school 
and

place. In it religious services of ev­ 
ery character were held, 
preaching,

designs and 
then either died or was shot or came home to settle down 
and write a book, we remember an even more fascinating 
tale of a British attempt to assume the White Man's Bur­ 
den which lay acattered around the confines of the Carl* 
bean Sea. 
, 
This British philanthropist had conceived the idea of an. 
nexing the so-called “Mosquito <\>ast” to the British Crown 
by a coup d* etat, and about 1687, in pursuance of this 
plan, he and his associates 
captured 
a native 
Nicara­ 
guan Chief And carried him forcibly to the Island of .Ja­ 
maica, Arrived on that Island, however, and clothed in 
western hahllaments. the ungrateful abort gone absconded 
and hied himself up a convenient palm tree. 
Had this En­ 
glishman of those High and Far-off Days been as sudden- 
minded as our modem Federal Reserve Board, for instance, 
they would most likely have laid an axe to the palm tree 
and brought the recalcitrant and reluctant King.to-be down, 
“biddy-keH nashbut with characteristic British caution, 
and realising perhaps that ahsorhant cotton was scarce in 
those days and they would need considerable of that com­ 
modity to s. op him up with if they used this method, they 
employed gentler means, and with persuasive words which 
history has failed to preserve for us, finally got him down, 
crowned him, and had him place his dominions under the 
protection of the British Crown, where they remained un­ 
til 1860.
